Over the years, Herb has accumulated a number of counter-struck, 
holed, damaged, engraved, and otherwise mangled coins and ne | 
many with interesting stories to tell, 

Many of us know about the Chinese chopped silver dollar sized 
coins, but there are many other man-made adjustments to small piece 
of copper, nickel, silver and gold, 

Some of the most interesting are the Australian convict love tokens 
engraved by those being sent “down under” for being a debtor or 
worse; the Anguilla “Liberty Dollars” of 1967 from a small Carribeat 
island; the many “love tokens” or engraved messages on 19” century, 
dimes, quarters, etc, the advertising pieces, c.g. “Lloyd’s Weekly 
Newspaper” on English large pennies, and the bracelets made from 
Australian, Mexican, English, and Guatemalan coins that sometimes | 
tell where the maker traveled or sent a longing message to a loved 
one, 

And, of course, there are the unknown pieces that defy description, 
and interpretation, cut-out coins, random initials, holes for no 
apparent reason, elongates to celebrate an event or function, and 
nature damaged, i.e., fire, burial, acid.

reverse planed and 903 Kearny Street engraved on it; and an 1891 
dime with 811 4 Kearny engraved on it; all early SF pieces, 

Steve brought his latest acquisition, another Lire piece from the 
Kingdom of Venice, but this 1848 Banco de Venezia paper note is for 
100 Lire (approximately 5 $20 gold pieces); a wonderful find!
